England Cut Half Her Timber 


“I suppose many people think the 
forests of France have, suffered more 
from the war proportionately than 
have those of any of the other coun- 
tries.” said Mr. Pack. “Our recent 
careful survey of the situation shows, 
however, that this is not so. We found 
that some 1.500.000 acres of the forest 
lands in France either had been de- 
stroved by the Germans or were used 
for war purposes by the allied armies. 
This is about 10 per ceht of the total 
standing timber in France. 

“Rather to our surprise, the investi- 
gation shows that in England alone 
450,000. acres had been deliberately 
cut by the Englishmen themselves, and 
this means half the total standing 
timber in that country. Even the trees 
in the beautiful and ancient Windsor 
Forest were cut, and 7000 acres of 
this timber wou'd have been felled 
had not fire destroved the Canadian 
sawmill which was operating in Wind- 
sor Forest just before the armistice 
became effective. The need for wood 
was so urgent that Englishmen de- 
clared they would cut down every tree 
in Great Britain if it were necessary 
to win the war.

VANCOUVER. British Columbia—A

WAGE FOR WOMEN 


District of Columbia Conference 


Recommends $15.50 for Em- 
plovees in Private Printing

WASHINGTON, District of Columbia 
-A conference organized in March to 
consider the wages of women in pri- 
printing and publishing houses 
has recommended a minimum wage of 
$15.50 a week in the District of Colum- 
bia, where living expenses-are now so 
high. At present, the Minimum Wage 


Board found, 75 per cent of the women 
in this industry are paid less than $15 
a week, and nearly half of them from 
$8 to $12. 

The wage conference was composed, 
according to law. of three representa- 
tives of employees who were nomi- 
nated by the women workers them- 
selves, three representatives of em- 
and three representatives of 
the public chosen by the board. In ad- 
dition, the Labor member of the Mini- 
mum Wage Board served as a member 
of the conference. 

The sum of $15.50 as the minimum 
Wage upon which a woman can main- 
tain herself at a proper standard of 
living in the District of Columbia was 
arrived at after four meetings of the 
conterence. The items in cost of liv- 
ing allowed for by the conference 
under the minimum wage rate of $15.50 
per ure as follows:Room and 
board, $9; clothing, $3.35; laundry, 
foc.; dentistry, oculist, ete. 50¢.; 
amusements, 20c.; vacation, 25¢c.: sav- 
ings and insurance, 35c.; chureh and 
charity, 10c.; organization dues, 10c.; 
l0c.; car fare, 60c.; 
other incidentals, 20c.; total $15.50

1204 he founded the Louvre, which, as 
he originally conceived of it, was a 
fortress, a palace, and a prison. Its 
principal feature was a large rugged 
tower, which he adopted for his habit- 
ual residence. and in which he used to 
hold his audiences; the meetings of 
the “Big Tower” were analogous to the 
cabinet meetings of today.

Mr. Baxter, wiio 
advocates the establishment of a state water-power com- 
nussion, points out that \faine has more than 1,000,000 
idle, undeveloped water horsepowe rr running into the sea, 
that this represents the energy of millions of tons of coal, 
ind that the people of both the cities and the farms would 
as never betore if this wasted water power were 
used for industrial, civic. and domestic purposes. “ Lo- 
day,” says Mr. Baxter, “from one end of the State to the 
other, the people demand that they be told in. plain lan- 
euage all about Maine’s water powers. [Elaborate techni- 
cal reports wilk not satisfy them. They will not rest 
until the facts are so clearly placed betore them that they 
nay intelligently choose what course they shall pursue 
in the future.” According to the legislator quoted, the 
public opinion of the State at the present stage is divided. 
Some people. favor continuance of private ownership, 
others a policy of state regulation and partial state con- 
trol, and still others complete ownership. 
When it is remembered that the Pine Tree State has 
literally thousands of streams, at least half a dozen ot 
which are of great importance in this connection, such 
optimusm as that just indicated may easily be understood.
